The Buck Stops in Cairo 


The approach to the Cairo conference has 
been marked and marred by many alarums 
and excursions—the alarums emerging from 
Arab capitals, the excursions largely con- 
ducted by the patient Mr. Vance. Nearly all 
. Of the excitement has been caused by form 
. by protocol, by the mere fact of Cairo. Now, 
presumably, those attending the conference 
can get down to business; to the substance 
of negotiation. 

Form is not to be dismissed lightly. espe- 
cially in the Middle East, where matters of 
' ritual have ibeen matters for war over many 
centuries. ‘That Sadat openly and with 
much ceremony recognized the fact of Israel 
‘was a major issue in Arab reactions to (and 
᾿ς Israeli acceptance of) the Sadat visit. Even 
' the negotlations themselves constitute a sttb- 
. Stantive issue: The Israelis assert that 
everything is negotiable; the Libyans, the 
Iraqis and the organized Palestinians say 
nothing is negotiable. 

So the stormy progres. toward Cairo was 
far more than a tempest in a teapot; the 
gathering there, however limited, is a major 
step. But a step in what direction? This is 
* what only the substantive questions raised, 
- and the answers given, can tell. Will Israel 


and Egypt manage to agree on terms for a 
And will 


disoussions, offer reasons for other Arab 
᾿ states to join in? 

If the settlement is confined to an Israeli- 
Egyptian pact it would offer much of prom- 
ise to both lands. ‘But it would not, of it- 


self, solve the problem of the Golan Heights 
for Syria, of the West Bank for Jordan, of 
the fate of the Palestinians elther for them- 
selves or for their unhappy hosts in Leba- 
non. It might cause economic difficulties 
between Egypt and its Arab financial sup- 
porters; probably it would not lead to out- 
right war—but an Intensification of guerrilla 
activities would be not far short of war and 
might produce one. 

In other words, whoever may be the par- 
ticipants in the Cairo talks, what they say 
will be of increasing importance. How such 
matters as a Palestinian state, the status of 
Jerusalem, the precise borders Israel would 
accept, the position of the West Bank Is- 
raeli settlements, will loom larger than the 
issues of form that bronght the Cairo meet- 
ing about. 

To say. Ss the Syrians have said about 
pressures to attend the Cairo conference, 
thet they would not be “dragged into de- 
featism and surrender” was to assume that 
all these matters of substance had been de- 
clded, before Cairo, in favor of Israel. That 
is obviously not the case—unless Syria he- 
lieves, as Iraq and Lfpya and the Palestinians 
do, that any acceptance of Israel as a nego- 
tating state constitutes defeat and surren- 
der, But the actual questions between israel 
and the Arabs, as both sides have either 
stated them, or acted them out, are as stub- 
born, as emofional, as complex, as any that 
have confronted 2 peace conference. It is 
new that these questions must be faced; it

- Soft Dollars, Hard Economies 


‘Mollar Takes Pounding in Frankfurt.” 
“Rescue Effort Fails to Close Dollar-Yen 
Financial headlines these days 
τ sound like war. Some analysts have taken 
the image to heart, interpreting the down- 
ward movement of the exchange value of the 
dollar as a battle between economic systems 
which the United States is losing. 

In fact, the closer one looks at the “prab- 
lem” of the declining dollar, the less it looks 
like a problem. The dollar has depreciated 
only with respect to a few strong currencies: 
on, average, a dollar buys about as much in 
other countries as it did a year ago. And 
far from signaling some basic weakness in 
the US. economy, the realignment of cur- 
rency exchange values shows that the 
United States is one of the few industrialized 
nations working to end domestic economic 
stagnation. ᾿

‘Wihat has provoked the scary headlines of 
the last few months 15 the sharp increase 
in the exchange value of the West German 
mark and Japanese yen, a phenomenon link- 
ed to those countries’ huge export surpluses 
im world trade. This has made Volkswagens 
and Toyotas and Nikon cameras more ex- 
penstve for U.8. consumers, but West Ger- 
man and Japanese products are such 2 
small part of the U.S. shopping basket that 
the effect on the U.S. cost of living is hardly 
noticeable. Besides, the sharp depreciation 
of the currencies of other countries—notably, 
the leading U.S. trade partner, Canada—has 
lowered the cost of U.S. imports from them. 
Overall, the dollar's value has been virtually 
unchanged for the last year. 

Then why the fuss? Some observers worry 
merely because they ignore the simple 
arithmetic of exchange values. Among them, 
the only ones whose views necessarily carry 
weight are some OPEC ministers who threat- 
en to raise the price of oil if the dollar con- 
tinues to sag. They seem to prefer to mea- 
sure their wealth by how many Mercedes 
rather than Cadillacs it will ‘buy. We doubt 
such calculations really determine OPEC 
prices, which are set by the conservative and 
savvy leaders of Saudi Arabia. 

Other observers who argue that the dollar 
is in trouble are not really looking at ex- 


change rates but at the underlying causes 
of the deterioration of the dollar with re- 
spect to the deutsche mark and the yen. 
Both Japan and West Germany have pur- 
sued extremely conservative economic pol- 
icies, tightly controlling their rates of 
ercwth. This has led to stagnation in their 
purchases abroad, to more selling than buy- 
ing abroad. By contrast, the United States 
has attempted to increase employment and 
output through moderate doses of fiscal 
stimulus. As 2 result, U.S. imports have in- 
creased sharply. Because of this trade 
deficit, the dollar has lost favor as a cur- 
Tency in which to hold cash reserves. The 
yen and deutsche mark have become rela- 
tively more attractive, thus causing the ap- 
preciation in their rates of exchange. 

Serious criticism of the “declinixrg” dollar 
is thus actually disguised criticism of the 
expansionary path the United States has 
chosen fer its economy. We do not think 
that path is mistaken. On the contrary: 
US. growth has been good for both the 
United States and the world economy. Em- 
ployment and output thave increased at 
home, without exacerbating inflation, while 
the increased demand for imports has help- 
ed to keep afloat the depressed economies 
of southern Europe and the 1655 devéloped 
nations. Had Washington matched the con- 
servative policies of Bonn and Tokyo, U.S. 
problems would Ibe more serious still and the 
plight of the weakest economies would be 
desperate. °

The fall of the doilar—or rather, the 
factors leading to its depréciation with re- 
spect to a few other currencies—has heen 2 
blessing, not a curse, When West Germany 
and Japan choose to reverse the dollar’s 
decline, they may do so by stimulating their 
own economies and thereby stimulating im- 
ports from the United States. Such moves 
would be welcome, Increasing employment 
and output in those countries and elsewhere. 
Should West Germany and Japan prefer to 
go their own way, however, it would be fool- 
ish to follow their example simply to defend 
some romantic notion about the honor of 
the dollar.

Face Stateless Future

Bexckor CWP)—Some 4,000 

"Amerasian” children bara of 
American GI fsihera and Thai 
mothers are In danger of being 
made stateless by a law which 
same say was intended to prevent 
Vietnamese refugees from becom- 
ing Thai citizens. 

‘The law, passed in 1972, has re- 
cently been reinterpreted to In- 
clude those children whose GI 
fathers have deserted them and 
their mothers in Thailand. 

Because the United States will 
not grant the children citizen- 
ship without their fathers claim- 
ing them and proving their pa- 
Tenthood, the children are effec- 
tively made stateless. 

What this means, in addition to 
their not being entitled to pass- 
ports and therefore not being able 
to leave Thailand. is that: they 
will be denied Thai identity cards, 
entry into universities, military 
‘academies and the armed services, 
civit service jobs and land owner- 
ship. 

“Daless this law is revoked, our 
kids will be crippled for life,” said 
Robert Hearn, resident director 


cf the Fearl 5. Buck Foundation 
in Bangkok. “We've seen it hap- 
pen in South Korea and we know 
how chiidren whose national 
loyalty can't possibly be question- 
ed can be ruined.” 

Thai nationality is passed to 
children by their fathers. The law 
states, in part, that Thal national 
ity ts to be withdrawn “Irom those 
persons born in the Kingdom of 
Thailand by a‘len fathers or by 
alien mcthers, but without ap- 
parent legal fathers and at that 
time fathers or mothers were... 
persons who were allowed to re- 
gide In the Kinzdam of Thailand 
temporarily.” 

Height of War 


At the height of the Vietnam 
war, 50,000 GIs were based in 
Thailand. 


According to one interpretation, 
the intentions of the law, impos- 
ed by former dictator Thanom 
Ktttikachorn, was to prevent chil- 
dren of Vietnamese refugees, 
whose loyaity could be questioned 
and who were considered poten- 
tial security risks, from gaining 
Thai citizenship.
